British Hold In East

ermans from making any important 
lead way here.

day and virtually all last night, was

the meeting1, as Secretary L,ane stated 
in the course of a most inspiring sug- 
gestive and patriotic address on tnc 
need of greater activity in the work 
of true Americanization and on the 
meaning of tho word America.

real purpose of the meeting appeared 
to be the securing: of an expression of 
opinion from 
a very 
representative 


body of men for the guidance of the 
federal government in legislation for 
the educational work of Americaniza- 
tion. 


"Commissioner of Education Finley 


of New Vork d'scussed several meas- 
ures wMch are now before the legis- 
lature of that state. These measures 
deal larirely with the 
education 
of 


non-English speaking- people and with 
the special training 
of teachers for 


that work, and there was much mer- 
riment when, just to show the atti- 
tude of the convention, all of these 
measures 
were 
passed unanimously. 


Three things, 
however, 
brought out 


the sharpest and n;ost g-cneral discus- 
sion of the meeting1. 


"1. Compulsory 
naturalization 
of 


all eligible aliens. 


"2. The close control and even the 


suppression of the non-English press 
of the country, particularly the Ger- 
man, for the period of the war if not 
indefinitely. 
i 


"3—The absolute prohibition of the 


use of any language except English In 
the teaching of the studies prescribed 
by law In all elementary schools, both 
public and private. 


"On the first of these there was a 


marked division of opinion, 
although 


Mr. Mayer, the head of a noted and in- 
fluential law firm of Chicago 
argued 


strongly for, legislation which would 
require all eligible aliens to take out 
their first papers not later than July 
1st of the present year, with the fur- 
ther provision that all such non-Eng- 
lish speaking aliens would 
be com- 


pelled ns a consequence to acquire a 
knowledge of English. 


"On the second matter the suppres- 


sion of the non-English press, there 
was some doubt expressed as to the 
legal status of the matter, but it was 
the almost unanimous feeling 
of 
the 


convention that the German publica- 
tions should be utterly eliminated. 


"On the third, question, the use of 


English exclusively in the teaching of 
prescribed subjects in the 
elementary 


schools the expression of the conven- 
tion was unanimously in favor. 


"A committee on resolutions was ap- 


pointed to put into proper form 
the 


sentiment of the convention on 
the 


most important matters that had been 
discussed, and it was clearly the wish 
of the convention that congress should 
take very definite action in regard to 
those matters. 


"From my own personal point of 


view the most disappointing feature of 
the convention was the failure on the 
part of the representatives of great en- 
terprises to take a prominent part In 
the discussions; I was glad, however, 
:hat at a great gathering, called for so 
important a purpose, even 
though 


nothing very 
definite was 
done, the 


city of Lowell was represented by its 
business and educational interests."

Some time ago, The Associated Press 


orrespondent visited 
the spot 
and 


was surprised 
to find grass a foot 


high all over the cemetery. 
His ac- 


count of the incident led a high offi- 
cial of the Cunard line to make an 
inspection. 
He reported to' his head- 


quarters in Liverpool, confirming- the 
account of the neglect of the graves.' 
The company acted at once and the 
result is that, while twp months ago 
it was c,lmost impossible for the casu- 
al visitor to distinguish the Lusita- 
nia graves from any others, they now. 
arrest immediate attention. 


The earth around 
the graves 
has 


been banked up two feet '"above the 
level of 
the 
ground 
and 
carefully 


sodded. 
Fifteen pine trees have be.en 


planted about tKe edges, and a space 
in the' center is adorned with beds of 
hardy flowers. A gardener from Cork 


makes a weekly visit to the graves. 


After the war It is proposed to build 


a monument on the site. This is to 
be done by the steamship company "in 
co-operation with the British govern- 
ment, jind a plot of ground has been 
reserved for this purpose. 


There are three trenches, the larg- 


est of which contains seventy bodies, 
the second fifty and the third twenty- 
seven. 
The plot for the memorial is 


between the second and third trench- 
es. A few small gravestones, sent by 
relatives of the victims, now form the 
only memorials to be found around 
the spot. 
The graves are seldom visited by 


the villagers. 
They say they shun 


them because they recall the terrible 
scenes 
unacted 
nearly three years 


ago. 
One of the latest visitors was 


the American consul there, Charles M. 
Hathaway, Jr., who escorted-a group 
of American naval officers now on du- 
ty in adjacent waters. 


The town hall in Queenstown, which 


was used as a morgue for the vic- 
tims, was for two years afterward 
deserted by the villagers who had, for 
generations before, used it as a mar- 
ketplace. 
It was said to'bo "haunt-, 


ed" and no good luck was expected 
from any transaction completed there. 
During the last few weeks, the vil- 
lagers have b'egun to use it again, 
but only after a 
squad of painters 


and decorators had 
transformed its 


gloomy interior into such a cheerful 
place that the merchants, despite their 
superstitions, were coaxed back.

WAR PROBLEM SOLVED

An 
exceedingly interesting' article 


expressing: tho admiration and grati- 
tude of the French for the practical, 
constructive assistance, so character- 
istically American, extended by Amer- 
icana to the -blinded French soldiers, 
appeared in the Petit Journal of Pania 
on March 5, copies of which havo just 
.recoiled thia 
country. The article Is 


by Eugene Brieux, the academician, 
whose plays are well known in this 
country and who in France represents 
his government as head of all institu- 
tions for the blind. M. Brieux writes: 


"At this time when, for the first 


time, the Germans have pitted 
their 


strength against losses and have tak- 
en several prisoners, it is a fitting mo- 
ment to recall what has becji done for 
our blinded soldiers by an American 
society called the 
American-British- 


French-Bclg'ian permanent blind relief 
war fund. 


"Tha Americans, always, practical and 


'charitable, went first of all to the aid 
of the most sorely tried of our wound- 
ed — those who are blinded and also 
havjs had both arms amputated. Among 
them are some — terrible, but true tore- 
late — who have no riyht to a government 
pension for they took to their homes, 
frequently far awfiy from the front, a 


*rtM«« tbtj wtohtd to empty; they 
unecrewtd the fu*» of tho ohcll,1 to Ukt 
from it the aluminum with which to 
-make a ring 
for their flancee—tho 
jtronade exploded destroying: their eyes 
and blowing off their bauds. 
They 


had not; been wounded on actual ser- 
vice; worse than that, they had con- 
travened strict orders given to them. 
They had been warned of the danger 
they ran and to -\vhich they exposed 
their comrades. 
In order that dis- 


cipline shall be respected and an ex- 
ample made, the law ordains that they 
shall have no right to a pension. 


''You can well believe that the au- 


thorities had not,the courage to apply 
the 'letter of the law;-v-to no one do 
they refuse the help he asks. 
This 


help amounts to 600 francs (?120) a- 
year! 
To those who .have- -been thus 


cruelly wounded whilst lighting' the 
government gives a pension of 1200 
francs. 


"Our American friends are not un- 


der any obligation to accord the same 
respect to discipline. They do not ask 
each man who has. lost his eyes and 
two limbs under what circumstances 
he was wounded. They say; 
" 'We will give you, during' your life 


1200 
franca a year and from this very 


moment the first quarter's payment is 
at your disposal. 
Moreover, if you 


come from the country, we bog you to 
look out for a litlo house which is 
for sale in your native village. 
We 


will give you 3000 francs KO that you 
can buy it in your own name—that it 
may remain a family possession, to 
Wihich you and yours alone have the

Then, of course, the 
committee is an accommodating-trades- 
man; it does not oblige its customers 
to pay for the first delivery and gives 
them time in which to pay all later 
bills.

Spinach is a garden crop 
with a 


tonic In it (or keeping 
the

body in good condition, 'and should be 
in every garden. 
This crop should bs planted as soon 


as the ground is-* prepared 
in 
the 


spring. 
Work up the soil well and 


give a liberal amount of manure or 
fertilizer. 
Spinach should be forced 


to grow rapidly, so as to ,be crisp and 
tender. 
Lay off the rows 15 to 30 


inches apart, and sow the seed one 
inch apart, one to two inches deep, 
using one ounce to 100 feet of row. 
This seed is very annoying and un- 
certain sometimes in deciding wheth- 
er to grow 
or 
not to grow. 
Seed 


from the same 
lot may sprout 
all 


right in one case and may not sprout 
at all if planted a few days earlier or 
later. The thing to do is to have the 
soil in .fine shape and plant the seed. 
If it does not come up, work over the 
soil and try again. This crop is worth 
working for. 
Ke.ep it well hoed or_ 


cultivated and growing rapidly. 


When the largest leaves are large 


enough to use do not pull the plants, 
but just pick oft the large leaves and 
allow thq rest to grow for future use. 
Many pickings may thus be made up 
to hot weather. 
Even after the plants 


send up seed stalks, the leaves on 
these 
stalks 
may 
be picked and 


cooked. 


Seed for the fall crop is 
planted 


early in the autumn. 
It needs good 


care and will produce a good crop. 
If the leaves are picked off for use 
and the plants left, they will usually 
live over winter and make consider- 
able growth for spring use. 


The bulletin says 
that 
each gar- 


dmier ought to let some of the plants 
produce seed 
for growing 
the next 


crop. 
A row of 2ii or 50 feet ought 


to be enough. Pick the large leaves 
for cooking up to the time the seed 
stalk shoots up, then pick no more 
but give good oare. 
Not all of the 


plants will produces seed, but 
that 


does not matter. 
When the . soed is 


ripe, cut the stalks and hang or lay 
them in a dry airy place. When thor- 
oughly dry, rub off Ilia seed and store 
it in a bag or box.

As the Insurgente was about to open 


'fire the qaptain of

Volontaire 
turned to Bainforidge. and asked: 


"Pr^.y, sir what is the forse of those 
vessels?" 


Bainbridge replied without hesita- 
tion: 


"The ship carries 2S 12-pounders and 


the brig- 20 9-pounders." 


Capt. St. Laurent of the Volontaire, 


Trho wasi commander of the-fleet, sig- 
naled the Insurgente to withdraw, fear- 
ing the loss of his ship. When, later, • 
Capt. St. Laurent found that their arm- 
ament had been exaggerated to twice 
what they carried he exclaimed: 


"Did you not say, sir, that the ship

non-English speaking people and with 
the special training 
of teachers for

riment when, just to show the atti- 
tude of the convention, all of these 
measures 
were 
passed unanimously. 


Three things, however, brought out 
the sharpest and most general discus- 
sion of the meeting. 


'1. Compulsory 
naturalization 
of 


all eligible aliens. 


"2. The close control and even the 


suppression of the non-English press 
of the country, particularly the Ger- 
man, for the period of the war if not; 
indefinitely.

"3—The absolute prohibition of the 


use of any language except English in 
the teaching of the studies prescribed 
by law In all elementary schools, both 
public an£ private. 


"On the first of these there vwas n 


marked division of opinion, 
although 


Mr. Mayer, the head of a noted and in- 
fluential law firm of Chicago argued 
strongly for legislation which would 
require all eligible aliens to take out 
their first papers not later than July 
1st of the present year, with the fur- 
ther provision that all such non-Eng- 
lish speaking aliens would 
be com- 


pelled as a consequence to acquire a 
knowledge of English. 


''On the second matter the suppres- 


sion of tho non-English press, there 
was some doubt expressed as to, the 
legal status of the matter, but it was 
the almost unanimous feelings of 
the 


convention that the German publica- 
tions should be utterly eliminated. 


"On the third question, the use of 


English exclusively in the teaching of 
prescribed subjects in the., elementary 
schools the expression of the conven- 
tion was unanimously In favor.

An 'exceedingly Interesting article 


expressing the admiration and eratl- 


. tudo of the French for the practical, 


constructive assistance, so character- 
istically American, extended by Amer- 
icans to the Winded French soldiers, 
appeared in the Petit Journal of Paris 
dn March 5, copies of which have just 
readied this 
country. The .article is 


by Eugene Brieux, the academician, 
whose plays are well known in this 
country and w.ho in France represents 
Ills government as head of all institu- 
tions for the blind. M. Brieux write*;. 


"At this time when, for the first 


time, the Germans have pitted 
their 


strength against losses and have tak- 
en several prisoners, it is a fitting mo- 
ment to recall what has been done tor 
our blinded soldiers by an American 
society -caned the 
American-British- 


French-Belgian .permanent blind relief 
ivar fund. 


"Tha Americans, always practical and 


charitable, went first of all to the aid 
of the most sorely tried of our wound- 
ed—those who are blinded and also 
have had both arms Amputated. Among 
them are some—terrible, but true tore- 
late—who have no ri«ht to a government 
pension for they took to their homes, 
frequently far away from the front, a 


grentd* they wlBh»4 to empty; th»y 
unecrewed the fuse of the shell to take 
from It the aluminum with which to 
mako a ring 
for their' flanceo—the 


(rreiude exploded destroying their eyos 
and blowing off their hands. 
They 


had not; been wounded on actual ser- 
vice; worse than that, they had con- 
travened strict orders given to them. 
They hud been warned, of the danger 
they ran and to which they exposed 
their comrades. 
In order that dis- 


cipline shall be respected and an ex- 
ample made, the law ordains that they 
shall 'nave no right to a pension. 


"You" can' well believe that the au- 


thorities had not the courage to apply, 
the letter of the law; to no one do 
they refuse the help he asks. 
This 


help amounts to 600 francs ($120) a. 
year! 
To those who have been thus, 


cruelly wounded whilst fighting the 
government gives a pension of 1200 
francs. 


"Our American 'friends are not un- 


der any obligation to accord the same 
respee: to discipline. -They do not ask 
each man who has lost his eyes and 
two limbs under what circumstances 
he was wo'unded. They say:

"'We will give you, during your life 


1200 
francs a year and from this very 


moment the first quarter's payment is 
at your disposal. 
Moreover, if you 


come from the country, we beg you to 
look out for a litle house which is 
for sale in your native village. 
We 


will give you 3000 francs so that you 
can buy it in your own name—that it 
may remain a family possession, to 
which you and yours alone have the

teamed, very likely you will have no 
home, nor furniture, nor money to buy 
these things with. If this is the case, 
toll.us and we will pay a year's rent 
for you In advance and wo will buy 
600 francs' worth of furniture for you,' 


"Since a year ago, more than 300 


blinda} soldiers have thus been set- 
tled In their own homes. 
Many are 


married and are happy. 
They would 


have been less happy, or happiness 
would have uonie to them later, with 
out our American friends. 


"Installed^ in their own homes, our 


soldiers, valiant as ever in spirit, wish 
for nothing better than to go on with 
their work. 
But raw materials are 


rare and it is a real sorrow for thei" 
to be forced'into idleness because th« 
merchant who sells couch grass or 
wicker makes them wait since parcels 
are no longer accepted by the rail- 
way. 


"The American committee at 
once 


realized their duties created by these 
new needs. They bought raw materials 
in large quantities, sold them back' to 
ihe men who needed them (at cost price, 
of course), even paying half the for- 
warding charges. Their, of course, the 
committee is an accommodating trades- 
man; it does .not oblige its customers 
to pay for the first delivery and gives 
them time in w.hich to pay all later 
bills. 


"And. 
by the way. I must mention 


the surprise and admiration the com- 
mittee felt that our blinded soldiers 
were customers—yes customers—well, 
customers, the like of which are few 
amongst those who see, for they pay 
punctiliously. 
(We members of 
the 


French committee were much touched 
at this but not surprised.) 


"Tho American , committee has not 


confined Its g-ood deeds to this.

Spinach is a garden crop 
with a 


tonic in it for keeping 
tho 
human 


body in good condition, and should be 
in every garden. 
This crop should be planted as soon 


as the ground la 
prepared 
in 
the 


spring. ' Work up the soil well and 
give a liberal amount of manure or 
fertilizer. 
Spinach should be forced 


to grow rapidly, so as to be crisp and 
tender. 
Lay off the rows 15 to JO 


inches apart, and sow the. seed one 
Inch apart, one to two inches deep, 
using one ounce to 100 feet of row. 
This seed is very annoying and un- 
certain sometimes in deciding wheth- 
er to grow 
or 
not to grow. 
Seed 


from the same 
lot may sprout 
all 


right in one case and may not sprout 
at all if planted a few days earlier or 
later. The thing to do is to have the 
soil in flne shape and plant the seed. 
If it does not come up, work over the 
soil and try again. This crop is worth 
working for. 
ICaep it well hoed or 


cultivated and growing rapidly. 


When the largest leaves arc large 


enough to use do not pull the plants, 
but just pick oft the large leaves and 
allow thij rest to grow for future use. 
Many pickings may thus be made up 
to hot weather. Even after tho plants 
send up seed stalks, the leaves on 
these 
stalks 
may 
be picked and 


cooked. 
Heed for tho fall crop is 
planted 


early in the autumn. 
It needs good 


care and will produce a good crop. 
If the leaves arc picked off for use 
and the plants left, they will usually 
live over winter and make consider- 
able growth for spring use. 


The bulletin says that 
each gar- 


dener ought to let some of the plants 
produce seed 
for growing 
the next 


crop. 
A row of 25 or 50 feet ought 


to.be enough. Pick the large leaves 
for cooking up to the lima the seed 
stalk shoots up, then pick no more 
but give good care, 
Not all of the 


plants will produceo seed, 
but 
that 


does not matter. 
When the seed is 


ripe, cut the stalks and hang or lay 
them in a dry airy place. When thor- 
oughly dry, rub off the seed and store 
it in a bag' or box.
